Action to Gain License Here 

Organization Seeks 
Writ Against City 


Herb Munson, Surrounded by Presents and Friends at Going-Away Party. 


After 30 years of carrying 
the mail, big, friendly Herb 
Munson is off for the desert. 

Almost a Sierra Madre in¬ 
stitution by now, Herb start- - 
ed with the local post office 
in October 1926. 

Last week, lie transferred 
to Palmdale to be closer to 
the home which he and his 
wife bought in Acton a year 
ago. 

Herb had thought he 
would stick it 1 out here until 
his retirement in five years, 
but the family liked the 
clear, smog-free air of Acton 
so well he sought the trans¬ 
fer to nearby Palmdale. 

“I hate to leave Sierra Ma¬ 
dre,” he said at his going- 


away party last week in the 
post office. 

In his 30 years here, he 
said, he ‘‘had the pleasure of 
meeting and enjoying the 
friendship of people on my 
route from all walks of life. 
It was a pleasure to deliver 
the mail to them.” 

Herb, whose route took in 
Highland and Mariposa and 
Auburn west to Michillinda, 
achieved some fame in the 
area a couple of years ago 
because of a dog story, nat¬ 
urally. 

It seems Herb carried the 
mail up on a porch on Lima 
St. and there stood face to 
face with a dog. Not much 
of a dog, a little collie, a 


little spaniel, a little of this, 
a little of that. 

Anyway, they looked at 
at one another for a moment, 
then Herb said heilo and the 
dog said hello and a beauti¬ 
ful friendship got under 
way. 

Every - morning after that 
the dog, named Spar k* y, 
waited for Herb at the post 
office and accompanied him 
on his rounds. Sparky got to 
know the route as well as 
Herb, and would kick up a 
terrific fuss when a custo¬ 
mer moved away and Herb 
skipped the stop. 

After the better part of a 
year, the friendship was bru¬ 
tally cut off when Sparky 


was killed by a car on Au¬ 
burn Ave. 

Herb, who served here un¬ 
der five postmasters, will be 
remembered a long time by 
residents on his route for 
whom he performed little 
acts of kindness and help¬ 
fulness. 

Many were the elderly 
ladies who went across the 
street on his arm. And a 
housewife faced with a fix- 
it task could always count 
on Herb. 

‘‘I enjoyed every minute 
of it,” he said recently. “I 
want my customers to know 
it was a pleasure to mSet 
them and to serve them.”

CRUSADE OVER TOP 

More than 100 per cent of 
the American Cancer Socie¬ 
ty’s $742,000 Crusade goal 
within Los Angeles County 
has been reached, it was an¬ 
nounced this week. To date 
$800,139 has been donated, 
the largest amount ever con¬ 
tributed by local residents. 



“THE GRANTING of such 
a license is a discretionary 
power of the City Council,” 
Mr. Cornyn said. “If it does 
not wish to grant such a li¬ 
cense in this particular case, 
that is up to the Council. 
There is nothing mandatory 
about the granting of a li¬ 
cense of this kind.” 

Mr. Cornyn felt that the 
petition filed by the Home 
would provide, however, a 
“good way to settle the mat¬ 
ter once and for all.” 

In all, the Home’s request 
for a license came up before 
the Council four times. 

FROM A RE-READING of 

the Council meeting minutes 
of last year, it appears the 
body rejected the application 
primarily on these grounds: 

1—That the home lacked 
approval by the State Wel¬ 
fare Department, which stat¬ 
ed several times during the 
course of the hearing that it 
had not received sufficient 
information regarding the 
Home’s administrative struc¬ 
ture, finances and program. 

2 — That the Home’s gov¬ 
erning board was not sepa¬ 
rate and distinct from its 
operating personnel, as re¬ 
quired under state proce¬ 
dures. 

3 — That the information 
provided by the petitioners 
was not clear as to the ages 
of the girls to be taken in, 
nor as to their definition as 
“delinquents” or simply as 
girls from broken homes 
who otherwise would have to 
be taken to Juvenile Hall. 

THE MATTER of zoning 
also entered. Since the Home 
is located at 72 W. Alegria 
in an R-l zone, a non-con¬ 
forming use would have to 
be granted. Such a designa¬ 
tion had been in effect dur¬ 
ing the operation on the site 
of the Children’s Home of the 
Plaza Community Center, 


which moved in August 1954. 

Under the city ordinance, ‘ 
the non-conforming use was 
discontinued with the re¬ 
moval of the Children’s 
Home. However, the Council 
clearly indicated that the 
zoning problem was not the 
overriding issue in this case. 

THE COUNCIL also made 
it clearly apparent, individ¬ 
ually and collectively, that 
it did not question the good 
intentions and integrity of 
the persons behind the Beth¬ 
any Home (which has no 
connection with Bethany 
Church), but that it felt its 
statement of purposes and 
proposed organization was 
not sufficiently clear to in¬ 
sure orderly operation. 

In the initial application 
for an exempt license, and 
again in the petition for a 
writ filed this week, the 
Home stated its purpose “is 
to maintain a home for girls, 
under Christian influence, 
from the ages of 16 to 20 
years.” 

IN ORDER to come under 
Welfare Department jurisdic¬ 
tion, however, the Home 
must take in girls from age 
14. During the hearings, 
spokesmen for the Home in¬ 
dicated they. would reduce 
the age to 14 after a license 
was granted and the Home 
was in operation. 

In the petition to the court. 
Attorney Monte C. Fiscus of 
Los Angeles, representing 
the Home, filed as Exhibit 
One a copy of the exemption 
from state franchise tax is¬ 
sued by the State Franchise 
Tax Board. 

THE HOME presently op¬ 
erates two structures on three 
lots at the Alegria address. 
Since less than five persons 
are dwelling in each, the 
Home is not in violation of 
the Zoning Ordinance. 

In its original application 
for an exempt license, filed 
in August 1955, directors of 
the Home were listed as: 
Margaret E. Thomas, 639 S. 
Los Robles, Pasadena; Celia 
M. Galer, Margaret E. Krebs 
and Mary Ann Krohn, all of 
the Los Robles address, and 
the Rev. John R. Bassette, 
475 E. Grand View, Sierra 
Madre.

attack is different, the colors 
and forms are different. 

Peregoy can draw and he 
can paint but his technique 
is never “on stage.” He com¬ 
poses with unorthodox colors 
and imaginative shapes and 
there is an “ad lib” quality 
about his oils which give 
them a vitality. Peregoy 
paints with the throttle 
wide-open. 

His pen and brush sketch¬ 
es are simple, self assured 
statements, compared to his 
oils. This, perhaps, because 
they are less experimental. 
The sketches are, to my 
mind, equally exciting and 
show a greater mastery of 
the medium. 

P e r e g o y’s improvisation 
with horses is truly inspired. 
His sketches in particular 
are done with an economy 


of line and color that result 
in a real, sensuous expres¬ 
sion. 

Walt Peregoy is young, 
vigorous, imaginative and 
productive. He is moving 
fast and impresses one as a 
painter who will not easily 
settle into a “style,” and 
who will probably outgrow 
his own paintings quicker 
than his critics will. 

Mr. Peregoy will appear 
as a guest-panellist at t h e 
Art Forum later this month.

More excitement came dur¬ 
ing the final week of the 
84th Congress than during 
the whole rest of the session. 

Night hours were the rule 
as lawmakers struggled to 
close out the legislative year 
and—for many—to get back 
to their districts for the seri¬ 
ous business of politicking.

Under the Highway Bill 
some $50 billion will be 
spent by federal and state 
governments over the next 13 
years to modernize our over¬ 
loaded highways and rural 
roads. Drivers and truckers 
will pay most of the costs, 
but the people have said 
emphatically that they want 
their roads improved.

Tarantula Is More to Be 
Pitied Than Censured

Superstitions surrounding the hairy tarantula make 
it as feared as the poisonous black widow. However, al¬ 
though the tarantula may look formidable, experts declare 
that the bite of a tarantula is no more dangerous than a 
bee sting and is considerably less painful.

Although both male and 
female take to the open, they 
are habitually solitary and 
are most generally seen 
alone. And, as people move 
out to areas formerly sparse¬ 
ly settled, more of them are 
likely to be encountered. 

BECAUSE OF ITS size, if 
nothing else, a tarantula is 
easy to recognize. Its body 
is about three-quarters of an 
inch in diameter and two- 
and-a-half inches long, while 
its legs give it a span of 
four-and-a-half to five inch¬ 
es or more. 

Generally black or dfirk 
grey in color, its body is cov¬ 
ered with fine hairs that 
give it a soft velvety look. 

Contrary to popular belief, 
the tarantula cannot jump. 
Although one species native 
to Central Ameriac has hind 
legs that are strong and 
springy like those of a grass¬ 
hopper and hence can jump 
like one, the tarantula in 
Los Angeles County just isn’t 
equipped for such gymnas¬ 
tics. 

Tarantulas are surprising¬ 
ly long-lived. They generally 
live 8 to 15 years. Some in 
captivity have lived as long 
as 25, but most of them are 
slaughtered long before this 
age is reached. Its chief ene¬ 
mies are the tarantula wasp 
and man. 

THE TARANTULA is nor- 
mall very gentle and rarely 
bites a human being. It does 
so only if provoked or badly 
frightened. The bad effects, 
if any, are psychological 
rather than physical for the

individual is generally more 
frightened than hurt. 

According to one scientific- 
experimenter, the pain caus¬ 
ed by the bite of a tarantula 
was something like the prick 
of a pin and lasted but 15 
to 20 minutes. No swelling 
or inflammation occurred. 

However, although there 
are no ill effects from the 
bite under normal conditions, 
should the individual be al¬ 
lergic to the tarantula poi¬ 
son, or in a weakened state 
due to illness, it may cause 
serious trouble, as can the 
venom from a bee sting. 
Such reactions, however, are 
not common. 

Harmless and non-bellig¬ 
erent as tarantulas are, it 
seems wantonly cruel to kill 
them. The tarantula wasp, 
which destroys a great 
many, is enemy enough.
